The last sentence of the clause 
provided that if women were allow 
to enter theological colleges they 
should do so on the same footing 
as men, and on graduation “should 
recelve a Hceense to preach.”

TREASURE FEVER 
STILL BURNS STRONG 
‘AT PENETANG 


Penetanguishene, Ont., June 20,— 
The hunters for the Jesuit treasure 
chest, believed to have been ‘lost-in th 
Wye River for almost 300 years, are 
hot perturbed over the statement of 
Very Rev. Father Filion, that there is 
nothing in the records of the Society 
of Jesus to justify the legend that the 
iron box was sunk beneath the waters 
of the Wye when the Jesuit mission- 
aries were forced to take refuge upon 
a raft to escape massacre by hostile 
Indians in the year 1638. They are 
confident that the box is buried ip the 
mud and that they have discovered it. 
Furthermore, they claim that they| 
will raise It within three days. 

It is pointed out that, while the in- 
cident is not chronicled in the main 
manuscripts of the relations, {t Is men- 
tloned in detail in the manuscripts de 
voted to the socalled domesticities of 
the order, and Rev. Father Bouvrette, 
of the Jesuit order, who has been wat- 
ching the operations to ralse the sun- 
ken chest, recently corrected the er- 
roneous impression that the chest had 
been lost from a raft. According to 
Father Bouvrette, the chest was load- 
ed upon a canoe and its bulk proved 
too much for the frail craft to carry. 
The fact that a year's relations of the 
Jesuit regime in Canada is also lost, 
is quoted as, further proof that the box 
existed in fact and not in fancy.

Right Hon. Austen Chamberlain, 
Government Leader, replied that the 
Government was alive to the import- 
ance of developing aviation in all its 
aspects with a view to the national 
service and’ was very carefully consid- 
ering the position. “This must not be 
taken,” he sald, “ns indicating that 
our defensive power. Is necessarily de- 
pendent to more than a limited extent 
on the position of civil aviation.” 

General Seely asked what action the 
Government - was taking in the mat- 
ter. 

Mr. Chamberlain replied tnat gen- 
erally [t was not unwisely held that 
consideration must precede action.
